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The Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act 
established nine classes of dangerous goods 
as determined by the hazard or risk they 
represent. These nine classes are: 


Class 1 — Explosives 

Class 2 — Gases 

Class 3 — Flammable liquids 

Class 4 — Flammable solids; Substances 
liable to spontaneous combustion; 
Substances that on contact with 
water emit flammable gases 

Class 5 — Oxidizing substances and 
Organic peroxides 

Class 6 — Poisonous (toxic) and 
Infectious substances 

Class 7 — Radioactive materials 

Class 8 — Corrosives 

Class 9 — Miscellaneous products or 
substances 


These classes, in some cases, are further 
divided into divisions. 


All dangerous goods that are handled, offered 
for transport or transported must be accu- 
rately classified into one or more of the 
classes or divisions that reflect their 
characteristics. 


It is the responsibility of the manufacturer or 
importer to ensure that the dangerous goods 
being offered for transport are accurately 
classified. The following is a general outline 
of the steps a manufacturer or importer may 
take to determine the classification or classi- 
fications of the dangerous goods being 
offered for transport. 


Step One 


Refer to Part Il (Application) of the regulations 
to determine if the product, substance or 
solution is exempt from the regulations. If it is 


exempt, the job is complete as it is not regu- 
lated dangerous goods. If it is not exempt or 
only partially exempt, the classification must 
be determined. 


Step Two 


Refer to Schedule II of the regulations. This 
schedule contains two lists. 


LIST | — This is an alphabetical listing of 
dangerous goods that are Class 1 — 
Explosives. 


The classification and compatibility group for 
Class 1 products will have been predeter- 
mined in List 1 of Schedule Il along with any 
quantity or modal restrictions or requirements. 


All new Class 1 dangerous goods must be 
classified by Energy, Mines and Resources 
Canada, Explosives Branch. Under the 
Explosives Act, no explosive can be made, 
imported, sold or used in Canada unless 
approved by the Chief Inspector of Explo- 
sives. In preparing the approval, the classifi- 
cation for transport purposes is also done. 


LIST Il — This is an alphabetical listing of 
over 3,100 dangerous goods other than 
explosives. The dangerous goods listed in 
List ll are either specified dangerous goods 
or not fully specified dangerous goods. 


Specified dangerous goods appear in the list 
in lower case letters such as “Acetaldehyde” 
or “Phosphoric acid”.

Specified dangerous goods are products or 
substances which are in their pure form or 
are blends with well-defined concentration 
ranges. If you find your product, substance 
or article in List Il as specified dangerous 
goods, you will not need to do any further 
classification. The product identification 
number, classification and conditions under 
which it can be offered for transport will have 
been defined in each of the columns of the 
list. The classification is complete. 


lf you are unable to find a specified shipping 
name for your product or substance in List Il, 
you must proceed to the next step. (This may 
arise because your product, even if pure, is 
not listed or because your product is a 
combination of substances.) 


Step Three 


lf you Suspect a radioactive hazard (Class 7) 
you may not proceed on your own. You must 
have this substance classified under the 
Atomic Energy Control Act and the Trans- 
port Packaging of Radioactive Materials 
Regulations. 


If you have an infectious hazard (Class 6.2), 
the list of regulated infectious substances is 
shown in Schedule VII (medical judgement 
may be required).

You will, also, never classify a Class 9 — 
Miscellaneous products or substances. All 
Class 9 regulated substances are “consi- 
dered by the Governor in Council to be 
dangerous to life, health, property or the 
environment when handled, offered for 
transport or transported and prescribed to be 
included in this class”.* 


For other hazards, in order to proceed, you 
must become familiar with the physical and 
chemical properties of your product, sub- 
stance or article. By matching this information 
to the criteria specified for each class and 
division and packing group set out in Part Ill 
(Classification) of the regulations, you can 
determine all the classes and divisions and 
packing group into which the dangerous 
goods may be classified. After completing 
this, there are three possibilities. 


1. The product or substance does not fall 
into any of the classes 2 to 6.1 or Class 8. 
The substance is, therefore, not consi- 
dered dangerous goods and the regula- 
tions do not apply. (Remember you would 
not be classifying on your own if you 
suspected a hazard of radioactivity (Class 
7) or if you are dealing with an explosive 
(Class 1) or miscellaneous dangerous 
goods (Class 9).)
